COMPLAINT 

COMES NOW the United States of America, by Stephen R. McAllister, United States 
Attorney for the District of Kansas, and Tanya Sue Wilson, Assistant United States Attorney, and 
for its cause of action alleges: 

1. This is a civil action for foreclosure of a Mortgage brought by the United States of 
America under the provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1345. 

2. Service may be made upon Defendants in the following manner: 

a. Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez may be served the Summons and a copy of 
the Complaint at 740 South Jordan Avenue, Liberal, KS 67901, within the 
jurisdiction of this Court. 

b. Defendant Dalhia A. Salas may be served the Summons and a copy of the 
Complaint at 740 South Jordan Avenue, Liberal, KS 67901, within the 
jurisdiction of this Court. 

c. Defendant State of Kansas ex rel. Kansas Department of Revenue may be 
served, pursuant to K.S.A. § 60-304(d)(5), by delivering the Summons and 
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a copy of the Complaint to the Kansas Attorney General, Derek K. Schmidt 
at 120 SW 10th Ave., 2nd Floor, Topeka, Kansas 66612. 

3. Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez executed and delivered to Plaintiff United States, 
acting through the Rural Housing Service, United States Department of Agriculture, a promissory 
note on April 9, 2013, in the principal amount of $113,500.00, together with interest at the rate of 
3.1250 percent (3.1250%) per annum on the unpaid balance. As consideration for this note, 
Plaintiff United States made a Rural Housing loan to Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez, pursuant to 
the provisions of Title V of the Housing Act of 1949 (42 U.S.C. § 1471, etseq.). A true and correct 
copy of the Promissory Note is attached as Exhibit A. 

4. On April 9, 2013, to secure repayment of the indebtedness, Defendant Eddy Baeza 
Juarez executed and delivered a purchase-money security interest in the form of a real estate 
mortgage upon real property commonly kn own as 740 South Jordan, Liberal, Kansas 67901 and 
located in Seward County, Kansas, within the jurisdiction of this Court, described as follows: 

SURFACE AND SURFACE RIGHTS ONLY, in and to: 

The East Half (E/2) of Lot Seven (7), Block Ten (10), 
SOUTHLAWN GARDENS ADDITION, PLAT NO. 2, to the City 
of Liberal, Seward County, Kansas, according to the recorded plat 
thereof. 

This real estate mortgage was filed on April 16, 2013, in the office of the Register of Deeds of 
Seward County, Kansas, in Vol. 655 at Pages 339-344. A true and correct copy of the Mortgage 
is attached as Exhibit B. 

5. Plaintiff United States is the owner and holder of the liability and security 
documents set out above, attached as Exhibits A and B. 

6. Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez failed to pay installments of principal and interest 
when due in violation of the liability and security documents set out above. Plaintiff United States 
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elected to exercise its option to declare the entire unpaid principal balance plus interest to be 
immediately due and payable and made demand for these amounts. 

7. The amount due on the promissory note is principal in the amount of $110,469.37 
(including unpaid principal of $99,382.91, escrow replenish of $5,542.29, agency title report fees 
of $200.00, escrow fees of $5,268.37, and late fees of $75.80) as of February 11,2019; plus interest 
in the amount of $5,830.16 (including interest on principal of $5,683.82 and interest on advances 
of $146.34) accrued to February 11, 2019; plus interest accruing thereafter at the daily rate of 
$8.9833 (including daily interest on principal of $8.5088 and daily interest on advances of 
$0.4745) to the date of judgment; plus administrative costs of $5.00 (including lis pendens fding 
fee of $5.00) pursuant to the promissory note and mortgage; plus fding fees in the amount of 
$400.00 allowed pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 2412(a)(2); plus interest thereafter at the rate set forth in 
28 U.S.C. § 1961; plus court costs and the costs of this action presently and in the future incurred. 

8. No other action has been brought to recover these sums. 

9. Plaintiff United States has completed all loan servicing requirements of Title V of 
the Housing Act of 1949 (42 U.S.C. § 1471, et seq.) and implementing rules and regulations. 

10. The following Defendants may claim an interest in the real property: 

a. Defendant Dalhia A. Salas may claim a marital interest in the real property. 

b. Defendant State of Kansas ex rel. Kansas Department of Revenue may 
claim an interest in the real property pursuant to the following Tax Warrants 
as fded in the District Court of Seward County, Kansas, including, but not 
necessarily limited to the following: 

• Case No. 2018-ST-000275, fded on August 15, 2018; and 

• Case No. 2017-ST-000295, fded on December 12, 2017. 
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11. The indebtedness due Plaintiff United States is a first and prior lien on the property 
described above. 

12. The interests of all Defendants are junior and inferior to the interests of Plaintiff 
United States. 

13. Less than one-third (1/3) of the original indebtedness secured by the mortgage of 
Plaintiff United States was paid prior to default. 

Plaintiff United States demands in rem judgment of foreclosure and in personam judgment 
against Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez in the amount of $110,469.37 (including unpaid principal 
of $99,382.91, escrow replenish of $5,542.29, agency title report fees of $200.00, escrow fees of 
$5,268.37, and late fees of $75.80) as of February 11, 2019; plus interest in the amount of 
$5,830.16 (including interest on principal of $5,683.82 and interest on advances of $146.34) 
accrued to February 11, 2019; plus interest accruing thereafter at the daily rate of $8.9833 
(including daily interest on principal of $8.5088 and daily interest on advances of $0.4745) to the 
date of judgment; plus administrative costs of $5.00 (including lis pendens filing fee of $5.00) 
pursuant to the promissory note and mortgage; plus filing fees in the amount of $400.00 allowed 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 2412(a)(2); plus interest thereafter at the rate set forth in 28 U.S.C. § 1961; 
plus court costs and the costs of this action presently and in the future incurred. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that its Mortgage be declared a first and prior lien 
on the real property and that such advances as Plaintiff United States may be authorized and 
required to pay for insurance premiums, real estate taxes, title fees, or other costs necessary to 
protect the security during the pendency of this proceeding be allowed as a first and prior lien on 
the security. 
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Plaintiff United States further demands that it be granted in rem judgment foreclosing its 
mortgage on the real property and foreclosing the interests of all Defendants, and that all right, 
title, and interest in and to the real property of all Defendants, and of all persons claiming by, 
through or under these Defendants be decreed to be junior and inferior to the Mortgage of Plaintiff 
United States and be absolutely barred and foreclosed. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that the real property be sold at public sale to the 
highest bidder, in accordance with 28 U.S.C. §§ 2001-2002, inclusive, subject to a redemption 
period not to exceed three (3) months, pursuant to the provisions of K.S.A. § 60-2414(m), and that 
the sale be subject to any unpaid real estate taxes, special assessments and easements of record. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that it may bid up to the full amount due it at the 
time of the sale without paying funds into the Court, which bid shall satisfy the requirement for a 
cash sale, and that the sale proceeds be applied in the following order: 

(1) Filing fees in the amount of $400.00 allowed pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 

§ 2412(a)(2); 

(2) The costs of this action and the foreclosure sale; 

(3) The interest accruing on Plaintiff United States’ in personam 
judgment against Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez; 

(4) Plaintiff United States’ in personam judgment against Defendant 
Eddy Baeza Juarez; and, 

(5) Any remaining balance should be held by the Clerk of the District 
Court to await the Court’s further order. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that the judgment granted it in the Order and 
Judgment be the final judgment of this Court. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that in the event the judgment is not satisfied from 
the proceeds of the sale, that it be granted judgment against Defendant Eddy Baeza Juarez for any 
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deficiency that exists after crediting the proceeds, together with interest accruing at the legal 
judgment rate until paid. 

Plaintiff United States further demands that if the grantee named in the United States 
Marshal’s Deed, or the grantee’s assigns, are denied possession of the real property, a Writ of 
Assistance issue out of this Court to the United States Marshal for the District of Kansas, upon 
application of the grantee or grantee’s assigns, ordering and directing the United States Marshal to 
place the applicant in full, complete, and peaceful possession of the real property.

LATE CHARGES. If tha Government has not received the full amount of an/ monthly payment by the end of_I5_days 

after the date It Is due, I will pay a late charge. The amount of the charge will be_4_ percent of my overdue 

payment of principal and Interest. 1 will pay this charge promptly, but only once for each late payment. 

BORROWER'S RIGHT TO PREPAY. I have the right to make payments of principal at any time before they are due.

The Government 
may enforce Us rights under this note against each person Individually, or against all of us together. This means that any 
one of us may be required to pay all of the amounts owed under this note. The term "Borrower' 1 shall refer to each 
person signing this note. 

WAIVERS. 1 and any other person who has obligations under this note waive the rights of presentment and notice of 
dishonor. "Presentment" means the right to require the Government to demand payment of amounts due, "Notice of 
dishonor" means the right to require the Government to give notice to other persons that amounts due have not been paid.

All replacements and additions shall 
also be covered by this Security Instrument. All of the foregoing Is referred to in this Security Instrument as the 
“Property." 

BORROWER COVENANTS that Borrower is lawfully seised of the estate hereby conveyed and has the right 
to grant and convey the Property and that the Property is unencumbered, except for encumbrances of record. 
Borrower warrants and will defend generally the title to the Property against all claims and demands, subject to any 
encumbrances of record. 

THIS SECURITY INSTRUMENT combines uniform covenants for national use and non-uniform covenants 
with limited variations by jurisdiction to constitute a uniform security instrument covering real property. 

UNIFORM COVENANTS. Borrower and Lender covenant and agree as follows: 

1, Payment of Principal and Interest; Prepayment and Late Charges. Borrower shall promptly pay when 
due the principal of and interest on the debt evidenced by the Note and any prepayment and late charges due under 
the Note. 

2, Funds for Taxes and Insurance. Subject to applicable law or to a written waiver by Lender, Borrower 
shall pay to Lender on the day monthly payments are due under the Note, until the Note is paid in fUil, a sum 
("Funds") for: (a) yearly taxes and assessments which may attain priority over this Security Instrument as a lien on 
the Property; (b) yearly leasehold payments or ground rents on the Property, if any; (c) yearly hazard or property 
insurance premiums; and (d) yearly flood insurance premiums, if any. These items are called "Escrow Items." 
Lender may, at any time, collect and hold Funds in an amount not to exceed the maximum amount a lender for a 
federally related mortgage loan may require for Borrower's escrow account under the federal Real Estate Settlement 
Procedures Act of 1974 as amended from time to time, 12 U.S.C. § 2601 ei seq. ("RESPA"), unless another law or 
federal regulation that applies to the Funds sets a lesser amount. If so. Lender may, at any time/ collect and hold 
Funds in an amount not to exceed the lesser amount. Lender may estimate the amount of Funds due on the basis of 
current data and reasonable estimates of expenditures of future Escrow Items or otherwise In accordance with 
applicable law. 

The Funds shall be held by a federal agency (Including Lender) or in an Institution whose deposits are insured 
by a federal agency, Instrumentality, or entity. Lender shall apply tne Funds to pay the Escrow Items. Lender may 
not charge Borrower for holding and applying the Funds, annually analyzing the escrow account, or verifying the 
Escrow Items, unless Lender pays Borrower interest on the Funds and applicable law permits Lender to make such a 
charge. However, Lender may require Borrower to pay a one-time charge for an independent real estate tax 
reporting service used by Lender In connection with this loan, unless applicable law provides otherwise. Unless an 

agreement Is made or applicable law requires interest to be paid, Lender shall not be required to pay Borrower any 

interest or earnings on the Funds. Borrower and Lender may agree in writing, however, that interest shall be paid 
on the Funds. Lender shall give to Borrower, without charge, an annual accounting of the Funds, showing credits 
and debits to the Funds and the purpose for which each debit to the Funds was made.
